(5 ) An order of the Appellate Tribunal made 
under this section may be executed or caused to 
be executed by it on the application of the person 
in whose favour the order has been made . 

(6 ) In hearing and deciding an appeal or in 
the execution of an order , the Appellate Tribunal 
shall follow such procedure as may be prescribed 
by rules . 

( 7) Every Appellate Tribunal shall , in addition 
to the powers conferred on it under this Act , have 
the same powers as are vested in a Civil Court 
while trying a suit under the Code of Civil Pro 
cedure , 1908 (Central Act 5 of 1908 ) , in respect 
of the following matters , namely : -- 
( a ) summoning and enforcing the attendance
